So now they, along with 
their countrj-men who npplnuilcil the blitz, 
krleg of dcrenselrsa cities, must reap the 
whirlwind loosed by the mnn whom Germnny 
raised to power and almost to deity. 

The bombing of cities Is Hitler's creation, 
copied from Mussolini, rehearsed In Spain, 
perlcctod against Polish and Dutch cities, 
and halted by the English. And to say the 
nads did not "ohlllcrate" London because of 
anj' hnmnnltnrlnn motive is to be nulvc. 

Hie protest quoted above obliquely ques- 
tions "the absolute certainty" that allied 
bomblnRS ot Germnny arc uliortenlnft tho 
war. This raises (he dLsturblhg question: If 
the protesters doubt tlie "absolute certainty," 
then why do they Ihltilt these missions are 
continuing? Do they suspect that our bomber 
crcTra delight In the thought that they bring 
death find injury to civilians, or that the al- 
lied cohimnnd has lost thousands of men and 
millions tn equipment simply to spread ter- 
ror? . 

The protest also stresses the fact that 18 
; months of mnjs bombings have not broken 
civilian morale, Sucli a consideration js wlsh- 
lul-thtnklng. The bombing of Germany In a 
military campaign, aimed at the sources ot 
supply and transportation, and at the vital 
nmc centers ot enemy planning and au- 
thority. 

If tjombs had paralyzed German produc- 
tion and dally life by now, this costly cam- 
patsn would be halted. They haven't, so the 
bombings continue. 

Let anyot.e who thinks this war can bo won 
by contlnlng air acllon to front lines take a 
look at the stalemate in Italyl And let him 
try to count the American dead on the road to 
Berlin If Oermariy's ports and railroads and 
factories remained untouched!
